He has been a very 
strong supporter of his church, and 
given much help towards the build¬ 
ing. He is survived by his widow 
and eight children; a son and two 
daughters in the States, and two sons 
and three daughters in Canada.

THE DOMINION OF CANADA

The Dominion of Canada forms one 
of the most important (JepencJenGies 
of the most remarkable empire known 
to the history of the world. It is 
properly called a dependency be¬ 
cause its government, though -com. 
plete within itself, is necessarily de¬ 
pendent on and subordinate to the 
supreme authority of C-reat Britain, 
whose king and parliament have ju¬ 
risdiction over the whole empire. 
This Dominion comprises at the pre¬ 
sent time the pprovinces qf Ontario, 
Quebec, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
Manitoba, British Cohqnbia, Prince 
Edwai-d Island, Saske-r.lie?!* u and AV 
berta, as well as a vast, area of ter¬ 
ritory in the Northwest, forming the 
Northwewst Territory anh 1 the Yukon 
Territory. These provinces and ter¬ 
ritories are closely connected by a 
political system called' ^'federal union, 
to which, as a whole, has been given 
the name of a Dominion from the fact 
that it forms a part of the domin¬ 
ions or dependencies Subject to the 
government of the kiiig and parlia¬ 
ment of England. It had, according to 
the Census of 1911, a population of 
7,206,643 ( of which 2,523,274 live in 
the English province of Ontario, form¬ 
erly known as Upper Canada; 2,003,— 
232 in the French pr<|jince of Quebec, 
formerly known as Lower Cafiada-; 
937,955 in the maritifee provinces of 
Prince Edward Island, New Bruns¬ 
wick and Nova Scotia-; 455,614 in the 
province of Manitoba; 392,480 in the 
province of British'"Columbia; 492,. 
432 in the province of Saskatchewan; 
374,663 in the province of Alberta; 
8,512 in the Yukon Territory; and 18,. 
481 in the Northwest Territories. In 
the province ofQuebec tere is a French 
population of 1,605,339. In the mari¬ 
time provinces there is a French 
population of 163,47j4 souls; in On¬ 
tario, of 202,442; and in the Northwest 
and British Columbia, of 82,927. Of 
the remainder, 3,896,'985 are of British 
and Irish origin. OCf the whole popu¬ 
lation of Canada, 2,833,041 couls are 
Roman Catholics, of whom 1,724,683 
live in the Province of Quebec. Over 
four millions are Protestants.

ENGLISH RULE IN CANADA 
1760—1V91 


From the surrender of Quebec and 
Montreal in 1759-1760 to the Eng¬ 
lish military forces dates the com¬ 
mencement of a new era of political 
liberty in the history f 'of French Can¬ 
ada. Canada formerly became a pos. 
session of England by the Treaty of 
Paris, of 1763, under which tne 
French Canadians were granted free 
exercise'of their religion. From 1760 
to 1763 there was a military govern¬ 
ment as a necessity result of the un¬ 
settled condition of things in a coun¬ 
try which had suffered so much from 
Kin;

i war. In 1763 King George III. is- 
sued a. royal proclamation (a royal 
proclamation is the official docu¬ 
ment by which the king-, or a govern _ 

• or in the name of the king, gives a 
formal notice to the people) which 
established the first system of Eng_ 
lish government in the new possession 
of England. 

The governor was authorised to 
grant the people the right to elect re¬ 
presentatives to an assembly, but the 
time ws not yet ripe for so large a 
measure of public liberty, if indeed it 
had been possible under the instruc— 
tions to Governor-General Murray, 
which required the members to take 
the oath of supremacy and make the 
declaration against transubstantiori* 
which, of course, no Roman Cathho- 
lic could do. 

The government of the province 
was carried on for ten years by a 
governor-general, aided by an execu¬ 
tive or advising- council, romposed of 
a. few English officials and inhabit¬ 
ants, and only one Frenrh Canadian. 
The ordinances or laws, passed by the 
governor and council, created much 
discontent among the French Cana¬ 
dians, Since they set aside the 
French leg'a.l system to which they 
had always been accustomed, and es¬ 
tablished the common law of Eng¬ 
land. 

In 1774 the parliament of England 
passed the Quebec Act, which gave a 
new constitution to the province. The 
government was entrusted to a gov¬ 
ernor and Legislative council ap¬ 
pointed by the king, and the schehme 
of an elected assembly was postponed 
as “inexpedient,” under the then ex¬ 
isting conditions. The French Can¬ 
adians were not yet prepared for re¬ 
presentative institutions of whose 
working they never had any practi¬ 
cal knowledge, and were quite con- 1 
tent for the time being^ witji a sys¬ 
tem which brought some cf their 
leading- men into the legislative coun¬ 
cil. 

But what made the act popular in 
French Canada was the fact that it 
placed the French Canadians and the 
Roman Catholic population on the 
same footing as English Canadians 
and Protestants, confirmed their right 
to full fro&do'iD of worship, allowed 
the church as a body to retain their 
valuable property, and restored the 
French civil law with respect to pro¬ 
perty and 'individual rights. 

The criminal law of England was, 
however to prevail throughout the 
province. 

In the legislative council both Eng¬ 
lish and French were used, and the 
ordinances were to be drawn up in 
bothh languages. 

The governor-general was to be as¬ 
sisted in the work of government by 
an advisory body of five persons— 
chiefly members of the legislative 
council—who were to be chosen by 
himself and called a privy council, 
in imitation of the council that ha.s 
so long advised the English kings. 


militia, and troops. The ‘intendant’ 
was an official, almost equal to the 
governor in rank, and of larger au¬ 
thority in the colony, since he manag¬ 
ed its financial affairs, and acted 
also as judge and leislator. A coun¬ 
cil, exercising legislative and judicial 
powers, assisted the governor and in- 
tendant, and acted as a colonial court 
of appeal in civil and criminal cases 
—the king himself in council being 
the supreme court of last resort. Jus¬ 
tice was administered in cases of pro¬ 
perty and the rights of individuals in 
accordance with the customs of 
Paris, (Before Napoleon had the code 
prepared which bears his ame, dif. 
ferent laws, which were called “cus¬ 
toms.” The particular custom select¬ 
ed for was the one in force 

in Paris) which is till one of the 
foundations of the Quebec law. The 
bishop Avas a member of the coun¬ 
cil, ahd the Roman Catholic Church 
was the official and only religion re¬ 
cognized and was established by the 
decrees and ordinances of the gov¬ 
ernment. The parish became a dis¬ 
trict for local as .well,as church pur- 
Tithes or uegular charges for the 
supportof of clergy and church were 
imposed and regulated by the ordin¬ 
ances made by the government. All 
education was under the control of 
the church and its numerous religi¬ 
ous bodies. An efort was made lu 
establish a class of nobles by the 
granting of large tracts of lands to 
lords (seigneurs) who granted them 
to cultivators of the soil (habitans), 
subject to certain payments and ot¬ 
her conditions.

CHAPTER III. 

FRENCH -RULE l',608-41759-60 


The country watered by the St. 
Lawrence and the Great Lakes, and 
now divided into the provinces of 
Quebec and Ontario, and known as 
Upper and Lower Canada before the 
Confederation, became the olonial 
posesion of France by right of dis. 
covery and settlement. Jacques Car. 
tier, a bold sailor of St Malo, in 
France, landed at Gaspe in 1534 and 
sailed up the St Lawrence in 1535,. or 
more than forty years after the dis¬ 
covery of America, by Columbus. It 
wife not'- - until" 1408, however. * that 
Samuel Champlain, of Brpuage, on 
the Bay of Biscay, commenced the 
building of a town amid thfe rocks of 
ancient Sitadacone—Ahe name of a fa. 
mous Indian hamlet of the days of 
Cartier—and actually laid the found¬ 
ations of the colony which has devel¬ 
oped into the province of Qubec. 

Canada was for some years under 
the control of commercial companies 
to whom the king of France gave ex¬ 
clusive rights over the fur trade. By 
1664, however, the rule of the -com¬ 
mercial companies came to an end 
and the king established a regular 
government. In Canada the governor 
had only j such powers as were ex¬ 
pressly given by the king, who, jea¬ 
lous of all authority in ottiers, kept 
him strictly subordinate to himself. 
The governor had command of the 


PERIODS OF POLITICAL 
DEVELOPMENT 


It is necessary that I -should at the 
outset briefly trace the most import¬ 
ant steps in he political development 
of the several provinces comprised in 
the present Dominion, so that every 
one may the -more clearly understand 
the origin and nature of the system 
of govehnment which Canadians now 
posses. 

I shall first refer to the political 
history the Iwge country kni/wn Ws 
the Province of Canada until 1867 and 
now divided into two provinces of 
Quebec, and Ontario. There were 
four complete Periods in the political 
history of the province of Canada. 

1. The period of French rule from 
1608 to 1759—60, or the Period of ab¬ 
solute government. 

2. The period from 1760 to 1791, 

when representatives and legislative 
instituitions were being introduced. 

3. The period from 1791 to 1840, 

when representative instituitions were 
developing into responsible or com¬ 
plete self.government. 

,4. The period from 1840 to 1867, 

during which responsible government 
was established in the fullest sense of 
the word. 

In 1867 Canada entered on theFifth 
period of her political history as a

It was reported that approximately 
seventy thousand-grain cars are lying 
idle in western Canada awaiting an 
ainnouncemet of the revision of freight 
rates before conveying thes season’ 
crop to ports. It is said that if an 
announcement does not come soon the 
situation will be serious. Canadian 
National lines are said to have about 
31,000 idle cars, while the Canadian 
Pacific has some 40,000. 


Marriage licenses in the large pro¬ 
vincial centres will in future be is¬ 
sued solely by the office of vital 
statistics, this ruling carrying no 
change in the charge to the public for 
the usual license. Action will be tak¬ 
en in Alberta cities where one desig¬ 
nated place or official will handle all 
licenses issued in each city. 

Hon. R. G. Reid, new minister of 
health for the province, is taking this 
action with a view to having stronger 
enforcement of the marriage laws and 
as the result of requests for such ac¬ 
tion coming from various sources. 

A new feature of the recent edict 
i s that in all cases where the con¬ 
tracting parties are not known to the 
issuer of the license, the bride will 
be required to take an affidavit as to 
her age. Responsibility for the ver¬ 
acity of the bride, was formerly at¬ 
tached to the groom, who took affi¬ 
davits for both. 

‘It is claimed by the department 
that abuse of the privilege on the part 
of a number of the jewellers has been 
a contributing factor in bringing 
about the new order. No exceptions 
are to be made. 


Last Year Best Ever for Canada 
With Exception of 1918, 

Says Report 


Enormous Trade Possible For Canada 
« Declares Ben Morgan 


Prices Reverting To Almost Pre-War 
Figures. Will Encourage Travel 


Withli the exception of 1918, Can¬ 
adian trade for the fiscal year ending 
March 31st last was the largest ever 
recorded. Such is the statement 
made by F. C. T. O' Hara, deputy 
minister of trade and commerce, in 
his annual report. 

"During the year 1921,” Mr. O’Hara 
says, “the total value of goods im¬ 
ported for c.onsumpption and of Can¬ 
adian goods exported amounted to 
$2,429,322,583, as compared with a 
similar trade in 1918 of $2,503,560,366 
From 1918 to 1921 the total value of 
gods imported into Canada for con¬ 
sumption increased from $963,532,578 
to $1,240,158,882, whhile the total 
value of Canadian gods exported de¬ 
creased from $1,500,027,788 to $1.— 
189,163,701, showing an increase in 
the imports from, 1918 to 1921 of 
$276,626,304 and a decrease in ex¬ 
ports of $350,8G4,087. 

The trade figures for the year 1921 
compared favorably with those re¬ 
corded for 1918 when allowance Is 
made for the large quantities of com- 
''Tnoc.i :< s imported into and exported 
from Canada on account of the war. 


Addressing members of the Cana 
dian Manufacturers’ Association at 
luncheon at Toronto -September 7th. 
Ben H. Morgan, chairman of thhe 
council of British Empire Producers’ 
Association, said he had found a pro¬ 
nounced feeling in Western Canada 
against the British embargo on live¬ 
stock. 

There seemed to be a notion that 
the embargo was directed against 
Canada solely, but that was not the 
case. All cattle of the -world, he said 
are barred from England, and not on¬ 
ly cattle but all livestock. The lift¬ 
ing of the embargo would not help 
Canada in the end. Mr. Morgan con¬ 
tinued . 

“What I have impressed upon your 
cattle breeders is that they can help 
and lift up Canada by a chilled meat 
trade far more than by a livestock 
trade with the Mother Country. You 
have all the facilities to do an enor¬ 
mous business in 'Chilled meats; the, 
abbatoirs, cold storage plants, and 
the transportation lines. There lis no 
use in your saying that you can give 
us cheap live cattle, for you cannot 
do it. At present transportation 
charges you can ship four dressed 
beeves to England for the price of one 
live animal. Tou can have beef on 
sale in our country 12 days after it is 
killed in Winnipeg. There is no other 
country in the world can do it. And 
you have a market in - England that 
can absorb all you can produce for 
the next ten or fifteen years. That is 
the line of action I have advised your 
farmers to take. 


The Canadian National Railways,: 
with a view of encouraging passeng¬ 
er traffic, will, effective September 
15th, reduce cost for meals in dining 
cars of that company to practically 
what they were in pre-war days. 

The reductions are in line with the 
general policy of making Canadian. 
National dining car service one thgt 
will meet the needs and the means of 
all and at the same time render the 
service the public wants. 


Lake freights on grain from Fort 
Wiliam and ort Arthur to Georgian 
Bay points have been advanced 1% 
cents a bushel this week. Officials of 
the vessel-owning companies say this 
is due to the demand from Chicago 
for tonnage and Canadian shippers 
must pay a premium to induce boats

foundations of the provinces now 
known as New Brunswick and Onta¬ 
rio, settled a considerable portion of 
Nova Scotia, and exercised a large 
mtluence in the development of re¬ 
presentative institutions in their new 
homes. 

REPRESENTATIVE INSTITUTIONS 
IN UPPER AND LOWER 
CANADA, 1792-1840 

The Quebec Act lasted from 1774 
to 1791. By this time there was a 
rapidly increasing English population 
in the western parts of the country, 
and difficulties were constantly aris- 
French Canadians. The British gov- 
1 ernment considered it the wisest po. 
licy to form two separate provinces, 
in which the two races could each 
work out its own future separately. 

By the “Constitutional Act,” passed 
by the imperial parliament in 1791, 
the people were for the first time 
given an assembly to be elected by 
themselves. The act provided for a 
governor-general in Lower Canada 
and a lieutenant-governor in Upper 
Canada, both appointed by th ( e sover¬ 
eign. In each province there was an 
■ executive or advisory body, chosen by 
the governor of the province; a legis¬ 
lative council chosen in the same way 
.and an assembly elected by the peo¬ 
ple on a restricted franchise. Mem¬ 
bers of both houses had to hold pro¬ 


perty to a fixed amount or lose their 
seats. -.ojjjijj 

The great object of the act to give 
to both Upper and Lower Canada 
constitutions resembling that of Eng¬ 
land as far as the circumstances of 
the country would permit. After an 
experience of some years, however, it 
was clear that the constitution of 
1791, though giving many privileges, 
had one source of weakness since it 
professed to be an imitation of the 
English system, but failed in that 
all-important principle which the ex¬ 
perience of England has proved to be 
necessary; that is to say, the prin¬ 
ciple which requires the advisers or 
ministers—in other words the gov¬ 
ernment of the sovereign in England, 
and of a governor-general or lieuten¬ 
ant-governor in Canada-—to be chos¬ 
en from the political body that has 
the support of a. majority of the peo— 
asembly, and to be responsible to the 
assembly, for the ework of Adminis¬ 
tration and legislation., 

The English Canadians in Upper 
Canada pressed for the adoption of 
this principlpe, but the French Cana¬ 
dian popular leaders sought to 'acquire 
control by getting the legislative 
council made elective, the council be¬ 
ing generallg in conflict with the 
elected assembly, as there Was a 
“war of races’’ in Lower Canada, 
where the French and elected ele¬ 
ment predominated in the assembly, 
and the English and official or ruling 
element in the legislative council.

islative council, both nominated by 
the crown, were virtually the same 
body in those days. The ruling spirits 
in the one were the?, ruling spirits in 
the other. In this-«contest of race, 
relgon and politics,.: the passons of 
men became bitterly inflamed, and an 
impartial historian must deprecate 
the mistakes and faults that were 
comitted on both si<|es. 

But looking at tjje record from a 
purely constitutional point, it must 
be admitted that th-p majority in the 
asembly were right fin contending for 
the control of the jJublic expenditures 
in accordance with) the principles of 
English parliamentary government. 

The voting of nftjney is essentially 
the privilege of q people’s house, 
though no measureji can become law 
without the consult of the upper 
house, which maytj'eject, but cannot 
change, a taxation for money bill. 

Another grievan|ie. was the sitting 
of judges in both houses. It was not 
until the assembly deluged the im¬ 
perial parliament with addresses on 
the subject, that this grievious defect 
disappeared from the political sys¬ 
tem . 

In Upper Canada the political dif¬ 
ficulties newer asumed so serious an 
section. No difference of race could 
arise in the western province, and the 
gradually aranged itself more satis¬ 
factory than in Lower Canada, but 
nevertheless the people at large had 
their grievances. 

An oyicial class, called sarcastically 


‘a family compact,” held within its 
control the government of the prov— 
inve. 

The “Clergy reserves question, ” 
which grew out of the grant to the 
Protestant Church of Canada of large 
tracts of land under the Constitution¬ 
al Act of 1791, was long a burning 
question in the contest of parties. 
The Church of England and the 
Church of Scotland alone derived ad¬ 
vantages from this valuable scource 
of revenue to the intense dissatisfac¬ 
tion of other Protestant bodies. 

In those times of popular agitation. 


great danger -arose from the hostility 
of the two races in the political field 
as Well as in. their social and ppublio 
relations. 

At last, the political difficulties in 
French Canada ended in the rebellion 
of 1837-38, led by Louis Joseph Pap. 
ineau, and Wolfred Nelson, the lead¬ 
ers of the popular party. This insur¬ 
rection never extended over any 
large section of the. French province, 
but was very soon repressed by the 
vigorous measures taken by the civil 
and military authorities.

The most important event at this 
time, on account of its influence on 
later constituitional changes, was 
the mission of Lcjrd Durham!, a dis- 
tingushed English statesman, who 
was authorized by the imperial gov¬ 
ernment to inquire into the state of 
the country. He was appointed gov¬ 
ernor-general and high commission¬ 
er and was given very large powers. 
Pew state papers in English history 
have had a greater influence on the 
political development of the colonies 
than the report which was the result 
of his judicious survey of the political 
condition of all the provinces of Bri¬ 
tish North America. On no point 
did he dwell more strongly than on 
the necessity that existed for entrust¬ 
ing the government to the hands of 
those in the representative body, or 
people’s house, had confidence.
